FIFTH AVENUE 


—Washington Square 


EFORE becoming the fashionable residential com- 
B munity of New York of a century ago, Washiigton 

Square was successively farm land, Potter’s Field 
and Parade Ground. 

The society debutantes of 1850 could look across the 
ten-acre square, fenced with wood, at the city’s best man- 
hood on parade. Washington Parade Ground, as it was 
called, presented a gallant spectacle cf gaudily uniformed 
soldiers. Military and intellectual combined, as on a 
war-time college campus, for here stood the original build- 
ings and departments of New York University, some 
branches of which are still housed in the modern structure 
now standing on the site. 

Society migrated to Washington Square after it had 
been driven successively from Bowling Green, Broad and 
Wall Streets, St. John’s Park, Lafayette Place, and Bond 
and Bleecker Streets, their forced march caused by the 
uptown growth of the city and the inroads of commerce. 
But trade has left untouched the home-like, substantial 
residences which the newcomers erected in the vicinity of 
the Square, and to this day lower Fifth Avenue remains 
quite unaltered. 

Society's children went to school at No. 1 Fifth Avenue, 
conducted: by the Misses Green. The young students, 
leaving a class conducted by Elihu Root, would stop for 
a game of leav-frog before the Brevoort home at the 
corner of Fifth Avenue and Eighth Street, on which site 
now stands the Brevoort House—or would play ball across 
from No. 24 Fifth Avenue, the palatial residence of an- 
other Brevoort, and later the home of the de Rharms—or 
would point mischievously toward a servant who had gone 
for washing water to “the pump with the long handle’’ 
which stood in the Square. 

Washington Arch was itself the idea of Washington 
Square society. It was erected by McKim, Mead and 
White and originally planned as a temporary structure to 
celebrate on April 30 and May 1, 1889, the centennial of 
the inauguration of Washington as President. Ihe beauty 
of the structure was so impressive that efforts were made 
through popular subscription to make it permanent. It 
was completed in 1892. 

Near the base of the Arch winds a line of buses which 
today carry daily over a hundred thousand passengers. 
A little over a century ago the entire population of the 
city, which was still below Canal Street, was less than 
the figure represented by a day’s bus carrying capacity. 
Fifth Avenue was “‘the hills and valleys, dales and fields”’ 
of a picturesque countryside. The sturdy farmers, fore- 
bears of Washington Square society, knew at first hand 
the fox, rabbit, woodcock, and partridge which found 
covert in thickets covering rough rocky hills which char- 
acterized upper New York. The anetta Water, a 
river which rose above Twenty-first Street, touched the 
route of the buses at Ninth Street. 

But Fifth Avenue was not long so to remain. The in- 
roads of society were the first incidents in the progress 
toward greatness of the greatest cf the great avenues of 
the world.
